Moft reverend Father in God and (befides the cere- 
mony of your fiiie) really my very gracious Lord, 

T is become a formality of the 
times, to enter bookes into the 
world under great names, aqj to 
make them leeme greater then 
they be, by ftudied ftraines of ex- 
ceffive commendation, whereby 
many times they raife theReadcrs 
fancy much higher then his faith; and while they ad- 
vance their Patrons praifefarre above all bcliefe,they 
deprefle their ownc reputations below a charitable 
hope: andfo make many, inftcadofrwdingon when 

a 2 . they 
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they have begun (as it were with one foot on the chre- 
fhold ) firft to flop, and then to ftep backe , left their 
entertainment in the fecond courfe mould be anfwera- 
ble to the firft ; their deceitfull flourifhes in the dedi- 
cation , promifing little fincerity in the enfuing dif- 
courfe. 

I have no caufe to feare it will be my ill hap, to take 
fuch handfale of any judicious and pious perufer of 
thefe papers, while I doe but tell ( not you, my Lord, 
for it is already upon evident record , whereof your 
owne great reading gives you intelligence at the firft 
hand, but others) how you arc valued by fuch as are • 
beft able to judge, and feeme to have leaft of the Bias 
of advantagious interefts, or partiall affcdions, to wry 
their ccnfurcs from the ftreigKt line of truth , to the 
crooked brace of a favourable falfiiood ; which I 
would have them know , not fo much for your ho- 
nour , as for their owne good , that in the fulndfe of 
fuch an example, as your Grace’s, others (efpecially 
of our T ribe, and moft of all thofe of your own orbe) 
may find both the difeovety of their own defe&s, and 
inducements to diligence, in following fo faire a pat- 
terne for their farther proficiency.

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thofc he loves bcft, left they fhould love thcmfclvcs, 
too well, and take a dangerous delight in too good a 
conceit of their owne good parts, and others great 
prayfcs (whjch; might tobbthcuj of their fundament 
tall grace, h$nnUttji for either bfthefc, but efpedally 
both together , like the abundance of Revelations , 
2 Car, i a . 7 . may incline many to fdfe-exaitation j>

ther a meaner to prevent fuch puffing up, or a remedy 
againft it * God by his all* wife goodneflfe, tempering' 
and turning a rank poyfon into a foveraigne medicine, 
and fo wel(I cbubtnotjiiwill be with you/my Lord) 
if others be (bill minded towards you : and,in inch & 
cafe, ap Apologypqtiiomay prevaile,arid prgrfpcr fo 
farr^a* not only to heal the wound whichthat cruel! 
wcapon,the tongUe(for it is a Iharp fword,i7*-57*4-) 
hath made, -but to fmooth the fcarre in the skin, when 
the fldh is made whole. 

If then there bc any in whom ffn foaboundeth (be* 
caufc grace abouodetb in you arid towards you ) as 
to fufpc# your Sincerity , and to fpeakeas ill as they 
thinke, (and it is like, with men who run to extremes 
on either hand, you may fiifleronboth fidcs j on. the 
one as a Bilhdp^ on the other, as, too gracious with 
fuch as millike, or adriiit sot of Epifcopall Governe- 
ment) I conceive (befide the clearing teftimony of 
your owne conlciencc, and Gods atteftation to the 
integrity thereof) you may,’ forthe one fort; who fct 
mifconccits upon you for the callings fake, With com- 
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fort call to minde, thatfuch as arc addifted to a difd- 
. pline which dcnycth that difparity wherein you are 
placed, have given thajt teftimoay of you which 1 
have hercobfctvcd $ andmonc( fiacly) of that fort 
would doe you right in the like kindc, if they knew 
as well as I ( and I hope they (hall know it erelong) 
how humble you have beene ( not humbled as feme 
are by the Parliament) and in humility, how hearty 
aid forward to take downe your fclfe, and toprojc# 
a forme of Ecdefiafticall Government, wherein yon 
mightbebutasoneofusinafociabfc participation of - 
Ordination and Jurifdi&ion with the reft of your blew 
thre»,theincurobent Paftors aodPre&chers of particu- 
lar Churches. 

And for the other fort, who thinke you have but 
too kindcly cotnplyed with the Difciplinarians of 
Geneva, and other parts^elfe they would not have* 
honoured you fo much as they have done, thewifap 
and better fort will take it for a token of your wi£ 
dome and goodneflej and to tabs off the offence of 
fome (who, in an over high conceit of Epifcopalf 
prchcmihcnce , dtfdaine all reformed Churches but 
thole that have it) 'I' can tell them, that Archbifhop 
Wbitgifi entertained aJdimjler tfthe F*enthckmch % 
oneMafier lfcife, m fretcb a weekly Lethe Lectors in 
hts event chapftti, and to attar fvrriigne iMinifkm 
wot vary bountiful!, asm Drufius, Rbenichcfttfy Ftcv ' 

geviH, wham bee entertained. in bis ewntimf\ andm? 
enttygaroe liber aBy to theft wbafi mirk was forte above 
their m&amcsjjrbentheycame mitbw-kisneacb} but fent 
bis bounty abeoA&to tike ohje&s infirraitie-pdrti, si to 
rJMafer Beza, bee fent fundry tmts rmch money ant if 
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his ewne purfe, he (ides the generall collections and con - 
tnbutions to Geneva, which hee alfo greatly fathered, $r Q 
as e Sir George Paul hath written in the relation of fh e w e of 
his life. t Archb jrbitgifh 

And it hadbeeoemore for the honour of the En~ 

*gli(h Prclacie, and much better for the publick peace 
both of the Church and State, if there had beene 
more courteous corrcfpondcncc betwixt Epifcopall 
and Presbytcriall Divines, notwithftanding the dif- 
ferences betwixt them in opinion or prcheminencc. 

But there are a fort of men, who, whether out of 
unfoundnefle in religion, or pride or perverfenefle of 
difpofition, orfomc politickintcntion, I cannot tell, 
but out of fome motive (furcly) which is not good, 
takc fmall caufc to raife great clamours againft thofc 
whom they {hould rather refeue from reproach, if o- 
thers~ did defame them : Such an one was heejwho 
fate ,fo heavie upon the skirts of the Geneva Bible 
publickly in the Pulpit, charging the marginall anno- 
tations with Judaifmc and Arrianifrae, againft whom 
I wrote an Apologie about twenty eight yeers agoe, 
which a double occasion now calleth to remem- 
brance, the one precedent, the other prefent. 

The former is, That it was the time of my firft 
happy acquaintance with your Grace, when upon 
your perufall of fome part of it, you left a letter for 
mce.Cat your departure from Oxford) approving 
what I had done, and encouraging mec to hold on 
in clearing their innocency; who were moft untruly 
traduced in a folemac aflembly of the whole Univcr- 
fityj fo long fincc is it, that I have had caufe to obferve 
yotu:fincerc affc&ion to all the faithful! Labourers in 
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the Lords vine- yard, whether of Geneva or any other 
Church of the reformed religion. 

The other oceafion is prefent,and it is the defiie of 
divers, who wifti well to the edification of ordinary 
Readers of die Bible $ and therefore defire that the 
Geneva notes, after a ferious review and needfull cor- 
rection, may be reflored to their attendance upon the 
facred Text, from whichthey havebeen all this while 
difcarded, as if they had been guilty of thole heynous 
accufations which were objected againft them, and 
whereof my book, I doubt not, (by the fentenceof a 
v Th tf b competent ]udgc,m whole hands it now is) will ful- 
ronet,s \Edw. ly and cleercly acquit them,whkh hath led me a little 
Dering, who out of my way, but it is but a fhort digreflion, as a ftep 
in th^esmh- fr° m tbc margine to the text, wheretothe tax of thefe 
tec of Books, marginall annotations did induce me, and whence I 
may readily goe on to note another Accufcr of the

If I lay any thing to fuccour the credit of Matter 
Parker againft this contempt (to which my charity en- 
cliqes mce; I lhall with feme men perhaps endanger 
mine owne, who will be ready to fuggeft (as the Jews 
againft the blind man in the Goipcl , John p.28.) 
thatl am one of his dtfdples ; and if they doe, I wjllin- 
genuoutty acknowledge , that, having read his booke 
againft fymbolizing with Antichrift in Gefemonies, 
and being required by a great and learned Prelate to 
give my judgement of it many yeares ago, I anfwered 
then (and I am of the fame opinion (till) bee hath car- 
ried the caufe againft you, my Lord, but not againft me: 

What meant you by t bat, f aid the Bifkop ? J meane, fold 
/, that ho hath written enough againfi your urging of the 

b a r nn( Ceremonies, 
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Ceremonies , but nf dgainfi my yielding to them , if / 
may not enjoy my Mimjlry without them : Thus much 
for my fclfe, now tor Matter P. 

I mould have thought that his great learning (well 
knowne by his printed workes , though agaioft the 
'Crofte, and erode to the Crofier) might have fecured 
him from fuch a brutith fcome , efpecially from that 
which degrades him to the lowed forme, not only of 
men, but of beads ;and that as it is hard to prove, fo ' 
none thould be hady to impute either pride or fchifm, 
where conference is pretended, reafons abundantly 
alledged,and fccular comforts deferred^ asm his caw 
it was j his words did not (mee thinkes) fo much as 
tempt, much led* authorize any one to returne upon 
him with fuch contumelious termes:fordidhee fay 
any thing againd the Fathers, that he mud for that be 
held unworthy to be called a Tonnes yea, fo worth - 
lefle, a? to bee excommunicated from men,and forted 
to beads i hee laid, they erred j and why might hee 
not if for, were they not men i they erred in Difci - 
fline, they might for all that in matter of dodrine be 
very learned and Orthodox Do&ors : They erred (hid 
hee) not out of mil , or through dpoJUcy or contempt, 
but through want of knowledge in that particular, and 
of infrmity : they might then ( notwithdanding all 
this) bee very good and holy men (as indeed they 
were j) and mud Mader P. for faying but this, bee 
fo farre undervalued and vilified , as to bee made but 
as the embleme of grolfed dupktfty i For right a- 

gaind this inhumane wrong, I appeale from the 
PontificallTribuoall of the Judge, decreeing thedi. 
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vine Right Of Epifcopacy, to the doiet of the devout 
Dodor , where if hee meditate ferioufly upon this 
paffionate reproach , hee will vow (I hope) to doe 
fo no more $ and becaufe hee hath not been wont in 
this fort to breakeoutof the way of Chriftian mo- 
deration, the plea of Balaams Afle mayferve him 
for feme excufe, Was 1 ever wont to doe fo tmto thee f 
Numb a 30. Wherein, that none may accompt mcc 
like Cham, to bee a mocker of fo reverend a Father 
(Reverend and Father both, without borrowing any 
reputation from his Rochet) I profefle, though his 
word braying brought that ftory to mind* I would 
not have noted it with any rcfcrenccto him (whom 
both in this booke, and elfewhcre, I have mentioned 
with affedionate and venerable refped) but that the 
Afle did not bray , but fpeak ; and fpcak not the words 
of a man, but of an Angel. 

And O that all our Prelates , who plead their pre- 
eminence from the title Angels, Revel, had 
been really Angelicall ! that wee might have feene 
by their workes, their heart-ftrings were tuned to the 
fong of the blcflfed Angels, G/ory to Godin the bighefc 
on earth fence 5< good will towards men 5 that weerriighr ; 
havedifeern’d their dcfircs by their endeavours (as: 
your Graces) to be ferioufly fet upon the happy union 
of thofc facred Sifters, T ruth and Pence , Zach. 8. 19. 
Pence nnd Holmeffe , Htbr. 12 .14. to which your* 
2eal hath burned with fuch a bright blaze, and ardent 
and cooftant heat (and yet hath it beene guided with 
fo much prudent circumfpedtion) that I cannot but 
hope Goa will make you an effeduall inftrument of a 
moft blefled accord both of Churches and King- 
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domes jandl heartily wilh that you had, and pray 
that you may have many irtntct Pbiltdelfhts (like 
him whom as fueh an ooel have heard you many 
loams mention with much commendation) who may 
give mod hooefullaffiftance ofhappy fucceflfeto fuch 
a worthy dcfigne. 

God forbid, that either we of Eftgland,or our bre- 
thren of Scotland fliould befo Jbpidja not to appre- 
hend, that thefifety of both Nations is bound up in 
our union one with another^tnd our mine like to be let 
loole in our rent and diftra&ionjor fo flubhrne , in 
averting our owne interefts, or working of our owne 
wills, as to fill out for them: and by our mutuall ho- 
ft3ity,fo to weaken each part, that the common ene- 
miemay come in upon us, and overcome us both ; 
lather then fo, we mould yeeld to any thing butfinne, 
part with any thing but with a good confidence. 

loth at which I have hitherto faid (my good Lord) 
I have thawed but fome part of that good report, 
which (by fuch as are lead lyable to fufpitfons or par- 
tiality) is publifhed of you j and bccaufc oppofites doe 
iUufttate the evidence of ttuth, I have noted Tome ex- 
amples of another fttaine, whereby it may appeare, 
that the great fchifme and dift ration among us, hath 
been made and maintained, not by a kiod and refpe- 
. dive conefjmpdcnce betwixt penbns or Churches 
of a different Difdpline ( as fome notoriety untruly, 
but abfiirdty fugged) but by proud and fupercilipus 
difdaine, rafh and peremptory cenfures, rigorous usa- 
ges of fuch as have had tKc advantage of the upper 
ground, to trample on thole that were placed below

holindTe in men, it was meet the defence of it (hould 
bee countenanced with a name , which is eminent 
in both. 

Befides, /which gives your .Grace more intereft 
both in mee, and what now I prefent to publick ob- 
(ervation) the better to fumi(h and further mee in the 
profccution of this caufc, you have beene plcafcd to 
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communicate unto mee divers MS. Trcatifes of the 
Sabbath, fuch I could not hope for from any other 
treafurie of learning then yours, which abounded! 
with exquifitc variety, not to be found either in Book- 
letters (hops, or common Libraries} and to promile 
mec under your hand, any help of that kind. Where* 
ini am like, enough (my Lord) to take you at your 
word, and fure enough that you will keepe it, when 
upon juft occafion I (hall prefent my dclires to your 
Grace to that purpofe. 

It may be fome will think I Ihould have difpatched 
the difference about the title of our Chriftian Ho- 
. liday in a fhorter difeuflion ; and to them I (hall op- 
pofe others (who have read it, and are wife enough 
to ccnfure it ) that fay there is nothing idle or im- 
pertinent in it, nothing vainely or tautologically re- 
peated ; and the more fit to bee fomewhat large, 
becaufe fo many adverfaries ( which are not to bee 
lleighted,) have fo longoppofed it, and one of them 
with fo much acceptation among fome yong Students 
in the Univerfity, as that for their delight they have d '.PockUng. 
read his booke at their common fires, which the hisBook - 
high Court of Parliament judged to the fire to bee 
burned j and by mine intentive handling of that 
which is of fmaller moment, ( though the lead things 
in Religion, as the filings of Gold, be very precious ) 

1 was willing to engage my felfe to a proportionable 
care and diligence in thole more important parts of 
mySabbatary Treatifcs, which hereafter (by Gods 
affiftancc ) I (hall fet forth. 

It is time I Ihould draw towards an end , left 
1 make my porch too large for the pyle of building 
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that belongcth to it : and yet I bclccvc no Reader 
wiH think me too long, but your Gradfcj noryou,but 
that you will thinke I gractyou too much 5 and in* 
deed, (my Lord ) if I did not know you had fo much 
humilitie, ('with all that' excellence of knowledge 
and goodneffe, which is obvious to all unblcmilhod 
eyesj that no prayfes are like to paffc you up ; and 
Were not confident, that you ktiow meetoo well, 
to take mee for a flatterer , I would not allow my 
felfe to make fuch a dedicatiotvuntoyou : - But while 
I apprehend you as you are in your felfe, and C as I 
conceive) towards mee j I cannot thinke I have of- 
fended in excelfe , but I (hould bee very faulty in 
defc&, if I (hould not adde to all that I have faid, 
an Advertifemcnt to your Grace, touching the gene- 
rall bothpbfervation and expectation which, now e- 
fpecially is fet upon you (which, I am fure, will never 
be fruftrate by your default ) . 

Your great abilities,and your acceptation with the 
greateft,make many of the beft and fome of the wifeft 
confident that you can, znd your anfwerable zeale and 
fincerity makes them of ftrong hope, that you mil 
take all the faire opportunities that God puts into 
your hands, to helpe forward the calling ofallfcan- 
dals out of the Church, and the fetting up of all 
good meanes to keepe them out for future time;

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He Name and Lot of the Sabbath 
(as raany of this generation have 
ufed the matter) are very unlike : 
for that is fixed on an Hebrew' root 
(which fignifieth Reft) this , asa wa- 
tery reed ( toffed to and fro with 
contrary winds , by the manifold 
oppofitions that are made about it) almoft,if not al* 
together Reftlejfe. Notall the Commandements of 
the Decalogue , befides that of the Sabbath ('which 
fornumber nave the oddcsof nine to one ) have fuflfc- 
red more or worfc, under the ftrife of tongues,orcon* . 
Aid of pens, then it hath done. 

It was (by divine Ordinance) to be as Noahs Arke : 
for in that not men alone, but the untcafonable crea« 
tures likewife (though moft difpofed to range abroad) 
were under an arreft, confined to a narrow compafle • 
and (though otherwife adverfe to each other) united • 
in a quiet and.pcaceablc repofe among.themfclves.So 
on the sabbat0,beith man and bcaftf for that day) were 
to have each ofthlm their qmlfuseft .- by die one fort; 
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Reft was only to be enjoyed as a benefits to the other 
it was enjoyned as a duty : but not Reft oncly,but Re* 
ligioo w ith it s nor Reft meetly for it felfe, but for Re* 
ligions fake, and that (fo farre as it confiftcth in com- 
munionwith God) is another kind ofReft, andofall 
kinds, the bcft,and moft delightful. i 

But now is this StdfbAth , or day of reft and qujet- 
oeffcj become as a Bali^betwixt two Rackets, banned 
dais way and that way, by mutuall contradiction, not 
onely betwixt the goofy and thepsofane (which is no 
newes) but among many of thofe,who are in no mean 
accompt in the Church of Gods whetherthey bee va- 
lued by die eminence of their places , the excellency 
of their parts, or the holinefle of thejr lives. 

The more is the griefe of religious hearts that doe 
obferve it, and the more hearty their defircsf no doubt) 
tofeefome goad accord (at leaf!; betwixt the better 
fort) or (which is next unto a peace) that the differen- 
ces about it may bee carried with fuch pious and pru- 
dent moderation (on both fidcsj as that God may 
lofe no part of his tribute of honour , norhisfervants 
be defraudedof the fruit of their holinefTe , nor falito 
a change or cooliog of rhofc charitable affcdions to* 
wards each other, without which Pmegrauts, even 
the gulden Bells oft^Aaronj&z but like founding hrajje , 
or tinkling Cmhallu 

Towards this purpofc , if the employment of the 
Talent committed to my truft may any way conduce, 

I fhall make nofcruple to adde-unto my other taskes * 
an aflay of fatisfa&ion to their Doubts or Regions, 
who cither waver inthe right, or are already fwayed 
to wrong opinkxK in tWIs point. And to this endea- 
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vour,I foaft with niore diligence addreffe my frffc : (i 
I^,focnufe the day in qucftion, is the training 
day of military Difdpline, by which the Church of 
Chrift is unto the Synagogue of Satan ( as is faid id 
the Caotmles)terrihle at an Army with Bamters:which, Cantic.<r.

Secondly , becaufc as it ftands in .'** lf • 
eminency (for force and ufc) fo it is die faireft marks 
for Satans malignity to aime at: and as if he had given 
his fouldiers fotne fuch charge againft it, as die King 
of Syria did once againft the King of IStoeWftght a * , Kin.zz.31. 
gainft neither fmall nor great , bat againft the King of 
Iftael ] foend all your might againft his perfonj fo a- 
gainft this, whetner King or Quecnof dayes ( for both 
thefe titles are attributed to the day of Reft, as I fhall 
note in another place) are all Iris forces let in battcll 
array, and chough fin fotne refpedts) adverfe to one 
another jyet in their way, they all of them doe vio- 
lence to the Lords fecred ordinance of the Sahhath 
Some endeavouring to undermine and fupplant the 
fabrickcofitjfTom the very foundation (on which it 
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is fee); and others piling upon it fo many over rigo- 
'rouspofitions and obfcrvances, as with their fad and 
fulien weight may incline it to crack and fall a- 
funder. 

Thirdly, The neceflary inftru&ion of the people 
in the heads of Gatecldfme, prefled by dpeciall com- 
mand of our dread Sovcraigne that late was, and of 
his Majcftie that now is, maketh the Decalogue, ( and 
within itthe Commandemcnt of the sabbath) a more 
common Theme for popular difeourfes^nd therewith* 
all a more fruitfull ground of erroneous defcants then 
heretofore, if in fuch variety of opinions (which caft a 
mill upon the truth) there be not fome more means to * 
deare it, and to guide men to that choice, from which 
too many now endeavour to feduce them. 

Fourthly, I obferved, that as fome fct their wits 
on worke to impeach the piety of the do&rine of the 
Sabbath j fo many fet their wils cither to worke or 
play, and fo to purfuc their profit or pleaiiire, as to 
make the Lords holiday every way in pra&ice, as un- 
holy andprofane, as in pofition it could be: Irreligi- 
. on and Libertinifme being a defeent from Sion hill, 
which hath no need of handsto thruft it downewards 
towards hell. 

c The Bidi. of It was well faid of a grave < Prelate (when hce 

s.Afiph. * heard of fome too indulgent do&rines this way ) that 
therules »f Manners fhoald be flrifl,for mens behaviour 
would incline fajl enough to loofenejje of themfelves, 
Befides, there is a finifter zeale in fome againft foper- 
ftition, which proveth many times prejudiciall tothe 
d King Jmv pra&ice of religion : for (as our late learned d Sovc- 
''ign.cant. hath obferved.) under colour of weeding out 
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ferjlition , it mil flack of by the roots many flams of 
Paradife. , 

And wee fee but too many ill harveft men, ufing . 
the weeding hooke to the wheat, which (hould bee. 
excrcifed onely to plucke up the tares : ofwhofe ill 
worke I (hall beware for my fclfc, and (I hope) (hall 
give fuch warning unto others,as may not only with* 
hold them from the like; but may bee a direction 
to the Ampler fort, whattotakc, and what to take 
heed of, as either of them (hall bee offered to their 
choice. 

Fifthly, While men make no fcruple to violate 
‘ the holy re/l ofthc Lords day , they become the more ' 

bold to diiobey their Supfcriours, (whether fupreme 
or fubordinatc) 5 for, as giving to Godthe things that Mat>ll#T . 3I , 
are Cods , tend unto Csefar the things that are Caefars, 
are fociable duties, and well feat together 5 fo com- 
monly, where dues arc deny cd& detained from God, 
the King is not like to receive his right, either for 
aid, or obedience: for the fourth and fifth Comtdan- 
dements arc fo nccpe neighbours , that the like lot 
( whether of obfervancc or of (lighting) is liketo 
befall them; which wee may well perceive, if wee 
doc hutdbferve how our people have lately fallen, 
not onely from piety, but fiomjaviUty, and broke out 
into manifold offences againft the lawes of the King, 
fence they were taught (a leffon too eafily learned) to 
make lightofthis holy Commandetnent of God. 

, Nor is there any caufe to expe^ any better beha-r 
viour amongthem, untill their confidences (kt loofc 
ftom this bond) bee tucked up to it by a oihre reli- 
gious regard, both of the authority arid obfervation 
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of the Sabbath : Then , may wee have more hope," 
and not till then, under our Govcmours, ( for whom 
the Apoftle prcfcribcth all manner of prayer) t$ lead 
a quiet and peaceable life, in alkgodlineffe and honefty,

Sixthly, Thefe motives were the more (harpned, 
and I the more quietened ( for the fafcr cOndud of 
them that doubt) to fet out my light ( w lot her candle 
or torch, I mutt leave to other men ro judge) by fe- 
ver all follicitations of many religious and learned: 
friends * but efpecially by a joynt Letter, ( thc copia 
whereof I fhall prefent to the view of the Reader 
next after this Preface) font me under the hands of 
many of my Brethren of the Miniftery, of whom 
there arc divers, for their gifts and parts, ofefpeciall 
note, and all ofthcm painefoll and profitable Prea- 
chers in their piaces, rod fuchm build up the walls 
ourjerufalcm (aswith both hands)with found dodrine 
and religious converfation. 

Seventhly, Since that time I have received nor 
onelyincoubgemcn^btK ihdteincm tothe fane for-' 
vice ( with a Manufcript Trearife ofthc Sabbath ) 
from the hand of a great Prelate , a glorious Some 
of the fi*ft magnitude, fhining ilhiftrioufly in the 
Church, bochhy hisadmirable learning, andanfa*. 
rable living. 

- Eighthly, IwasnotaKhlc provoked to lend my 
poore ability to the procedion of the truth herein, 
by the importunate preffiog of Matter Breerenraad, 
whereby Matter Nic.Byjkidvns. forced to the field,

better difcemed, when their different Tenets come 
with indiffcrcncyto be examined.

contradictions upon my felfe, it fhallnot difeourage

Secondly, Though it had becQ called expreflely 
by the name of the Lords day in the old Teftament, 

(and fo long as it was in force, it wasjndeed the Lords

by the name of the Sabbath from its firft originall,

Theday of Secondly, for the day of Chrifis Birth , or his firjl 
chrifts Birth, comming, albeit it bee a day of high account, yet the 
time of it was fo farre from being foilluftriousin the 
primitive times as that day which wee call the Lords 
day , that neither the day of the weelce is certaine- 
ly knowne, nor the day of foe raoneth, nor foe 
moneth of the yeere, no nor the yeere of our Lord 
fo cleared , but that there is and hath beene much 
c videvarian- controverfic about them.

tuTciV' Thcrc was diff «encc aifo, I confefle, about the 
Fcafts of the Rcfurredion, commonly called the Feaft 
d Eufeb.Ecdef of Ea^er^s a Eufebius other Ecclefiafticall Wri- 
tershaveobferved. Towhichlanfwcr, thatthedif- 
fention was about the time of folemnitie, whether it 
fhould be ordered by the courfc of the Moon (which 
would caft it upon any day of the weckc,as itfell out 
among the Jewcs) or were to bee confined to foe day 
wee celebrate: but there was no difference, for the 
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day of the Refurre<ftton,which it was in the order of 
theweeke, a matter ofehiefe moment in a wcekely 
holiday, for that there was good agreement on all 
hands, there being deare texts of Scripture to take off 
all doubt in that refped. 

Which doth plainly evince, that our Saviour arole <

** V velty which Do 6 or Gomarm and Mailer Bra- 
burne bring in againft the fetting of the title Lords day 
upon our weekly holiday , and therewith wee fhall 
further ftrengtben the truth againft the laft objc&ion, 
for which the beft proofe alledged is a negative Ar- 
gument , or an Argument drawne from the negative 
teftimony of one man, which is of little authority in 
itfclfe, and the leffein this cafe, bccaufc it takes up 
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with one Writer oflely j whereas, if more could bee 
produced to that purpofe, the antiquity of that Name 
(as now the Church applyeth it) might yet be upheld 
by the advantage of a greater number of grave and 
ancient Authours, pqfitively ( which is better then 
negatively) giving their votes and voyces to the con- 
- trary Tenet.

with fomc,' and in exception with others. Notwith- 
ftanding, I conceive, tliat in our times, and in our 
Church, the name Sunday is not fo to be cenfured or 
Ihimned, as by fome it hath been j and this will ap- 
pcanc, chicfcly by clearing it from fuch objedions as 
are made againft it, which now wee fhall offer to the 
judgement of the indifferent Reader. 


CHAP. VII. 

ffnv fane it may bee law fill to ufe idolatrous names. 

V ; 0*0 Anfwer to tfo objection againft the name 
Sunday. 

A Nd firft for the places of Scripture before al- 
; ledged,they doc not imply, in their proprer fenfc, 

fo prccife a prohibition of all names of idolatrous, or 
otnerwife offinfull intimation or acceptionin allre- 
fpeds, that it fhould be utterly unlawfully mention 
them : the name of evill is forbidden fometimes, to 
make us daorc eftranged from that which is evill j yet 
opt wholly and altogether : For, 

Firft, An evill (as it is evilly may bee reproved, 
and that under that name by which it is knownc $ fo 
though the Apoftle forbid the naming of fornication 
in his Epiftle to the Ephef. chap.}. ver.$. yet himfelfc 
nameth fornication and fornicator^ by way of reproofe, 
well toward twenty times in his Epiftlcs : and in that 
very place hee could not fo well have forbidden the 
thing it felfc, if he had not at all made ufeof the name. 
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Secondly, It may bcelawfull to. mention ahkfo* 
t M.Mvfwtnh jjtrous name without reproofc,as * MafteT i^AinJ* 
arrwv agfinft (though a Brownift, and fo a vehement advetv 
the Brownirts fary to all appearance of idolatry) acknowledged, 
p. I 4»» I 4i* and! giveth inftance in the: names Nthucbidntzxjr^ 
and Seljbazzer, and others : to which may be added y 
the idolatrous name of the Ship wherein Paul was 
carried, which hee called (ue.) C*for& 

PolluXyAft. 28. 1 1. and this in an idolatroos fenfe. 
though without either approbation or rcproofeofl- 
dclatry. 

Thirdly, An idolatrous name may bee retained 
and ufed in a fenfc not idolatrous , as Htrmtrthc 
name of Mercury t mcmoacd Rom.i 6. 14. asitfignifi- 
eth a particular perfon, and not the Idol of the Gen- 
tiles called by that name : fo the names of Frier, 
CMenke, Abbai, Pepe, as they are names of Families, 
not of Offices, or Callings, may bee retained (till, 
b M. Ainpv. 35 u Matter hath acknowledged, though 

cM P Paget'.ib. he (as well as Matter c Ptget) thinks the Popes have 
p. 145* beene made great Idols by too many people of all 
ranks; and fo think I. 

Fourthly* Names that hive beene Idolatrous, or 
any way impious, may in time (having beene long 
accuftomed to abetter fenfe) beeayred and purged 
d Mdta rena. from all impiety : for words are like to faftions ,

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But what is thar which in the forc-cited Scriptures 
is forbidden then < Not ail mention of idolatrous 
names, as we have already proved $ But either fwea- 
ring by Idols, or praifing,or approving of them, or 
maintaining fuperftkion towards them , or giving 
fcandatl by them $ againft which wee fhould bee fo 
carefbll, as to prevent all fufpicion and appearance 
ofthatevill, as e Saint Augufline did, who fearing c Aug. dc Civ. 
the tranflation of Sacrifieiendum Domino fill would f 
imply that the Sun was a God, prefently brought in 
fome words of caution to guide the Reader to a bet- 
. ter fcnfc $ Sacrifieiendum Dmino filial e.) Demin* - 
tantum, to the Lord alone ; and with thiefe limitations 
the fentences of the Fathers may be interpreted : As 
for the Canon of the Councell of Nice, I will not 
(for this particular; by way of exception fay h is one 
of thofe which is Supernumerary, acd not any of thole 
which are acknowledged to bee the legitimate ordi- 
nance of the Fathers of that Councell, becaufe it is 
capable of a very good fcnfe : but I anfwer thus j The 
difference is great betwixt thenewimpofinganamc, 
and the old and received ufe $ over that wee have 
power, over this not fo. 

And for the word Sunday in particular, though 
it bee no more idolatrous then the names of other 
dayes of the week, and fome monethsof the ycerc, it 
may be the better borne wkhalL 

Firft, Becaufe die Sunne is not as many Idols ate, 
to which ( for want of reall entity out of the fancic ) 
wee may pertinently apply the words of Saint Paul, 

\sfn Idol is nothing in the world, i Cor. 8 . 4 . for 
k hath a true, foiide, and glorious being of ks owne, 
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and a name it muft have to exprcffe that being. 

Secondly, For joyntag it with the day in the name 
Sunday ( as if it were devoted to the honour of the Sun) 
though that were the intention ofthe firfl impofcrs, 
(and the like was their meaning in the names of the reft 
of the dayes of the week, as many Authours have ob. 
fcrvcd > ef P^ ciall y ( Boftintan, 8 Verftgtn) • yet the 
Ethnicfi -fit- C hriftians that ufed it did cleere themfelvcs from all 
st.a.sc jj.b. participation with their impious fupcrftition long a- 
%fnl C of*de- goc> vi Ks- mfitjlin Martyrs , and h Tertuflianf time} 
cayed mtdiig. fince whom, fo many well minded men have made 
h Tmua%oi u fe°f “i that wcc may well thinkc all Pagan ap- 
cap.it.tom.i* prehenfions are (by this time;, quite worneouc of it, 
pag.6

And if wee diftinguifh all men into two forts,' 
viz, learned, and ignorant, wee may fay of the /ear.

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rcliih of fuel* abfurol Idolatry ; and for the unlearned, 
they have noappreheniions of words and things fo 
obfeure and remote,as thefe etymologicall myfteries, 
but take the fenfe of words according to the ufeof 
the tiroes wherein they live. 

. - Byt thirdly. If, as the Sunnc in the Firmament 
makes the day,, fo the Sunnc and the day make up 
the name Sunday : there is yet (for ought I fee) no 
perill of applying unto it an idolatrous fencic j for 
wee may (wkft good congruity of reafo^)_mcane by 
it the fplcndour arid glory of our Chriftian holiday, 
in the many prerogatives Of that day above the work*" 
dayes of the wetke (elfewhere tp bee declared ) as the 
Sun is a more brigbtand felplendcnt PlapeYthen any 
ofthereft. 

And whereas 1 D r . Bound laitfi, That the Dive l, 1 Dr - Bound' 
( that bet might retaine men in this err our, or here fie ra- ^*^ 13 !* 
tber, and thereby hee mfcancrh the keeping them by 
the name of Sunday frdpi inquiring into the caufcof 
the name Lords day) caufed this probable con j etture of 
the name Sunday to he given, namely, that feeing the Sun 
was the chief e of all the Planet s y as that which fillet h ad 
things With light', therefore in the number of the feven 
dayes, thechiefe place was given unto it. 

Though it cannot bee denyed, but there is a com- 
parative conformity betwixt this day and the other 
fixe, as betwixt the Sun and the reft of the Planets, 
whereby inan odd number the dayes and Planets are 
even,both making up the number of feven ; yet may . 
the name Sunday bee as ready for an orthodox, as for 
am erroneous fenfe if wee come without . prejudice to 
coofider it. Nor can it impeach the title Lords day , , 
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either for mrth or evidence, adyoaorc then tbccal- 
lingof Chrift fo often the Sonne of man (in the (acred 
Scripture) doth darken that glorious name, the Sonne 
of God : nay rather, as wee may ufe the matter, this 
name may give us light to fee the fhining beauty of 
M.rnrb. rem. ** day, and ® a religious and found feme to fay as 
pie pag 66.67* that pious and ingenious Poet doth:

So let not him who ufeth 
the word Sunday, him(as foolifhly prccifc)that 
ufeth it not : and let not him who ufeth it not, judge 
him (as carclcfly prophane) that ufeth it, fincc, in tint 
fenfe wherein wee have taken it, there is neither duty 
nor finne, either in the ufe or forbearance of it.

But if any have defired to have better ftorc of 
things^ then of words , (the thort and uncertaine life of 
man keeping him fo farre below the ornnifcienceof 
both, that if hee abound in the one, hee muft abate in 
the other j I thinkc, his more folide and fubftantiall 
learning fliould not bee undervalued for the defe& 
of that wherein he that kno weth not much, may have 
that ignorance recompenced othcrwife,and that with 
advantage, both for kinde and meafuic, as much as 
reall'feaming is better then verball, and a great deale 
of that better then a little of this.

Wee have referved the beft derivation (asourSa. 
vioia did the beft wine, John 2.) for the laft place: 
it is of the Hebrew word m 30 cejfavit, quievit ; hath 
refied ; which ( rendred with exaCl correfpondcnce 
to the Hebrew characters) fhould be written <c Schab- 
hathi but for fweeter found, fomewhat is abated of 
compleat expreflion 5 and fo it is ufually written in 
the “ Greek tranflation of the old, and the Greckc 
edition of the newTeftament; and theLatines in 
conformity to it, rather then to the originall,ufe the 
word Sabbatum, and wee out Englifh word Sabbath 
which (as a participle; in the former fyllablc, taketh 
part with the Hebrew, Greek, and Latinc, in the later 
withtheHcbrcw oncly.

the Church 5 and well might they call it a Sabbath, 
or reft in that fenfe, as in oppofition to the reftleflc 
turbulendeof finne, for that is a very troublefome 
evill : the finne of Simeon and Levi troubled Jacob , 
Gen. 3 4. 50. the finne oi fonts troubled the aire, and 
the fca, and made it rcftlcfle, untill hee was offered 
up as a facrificc to becalme it j and, The wicked , faith 
ifitiab, are like the troubled ft a, whofe waves caft up mire 
and dirt, Efa. 57.20. and though the godly, having 
leffe finne, have dicreby the more reft j yet to them 
it is a very troublefome and toylefome evill, which 
will not furor them to fleepe; Davids teares are cye- 
witneffes hereof, Pfal.6. 6. and for a more folide 
afturance of this truth, hee bringeth in his bones to 
giveteftimony to it, I finde no reft in my bones, faith 
hec, by rtafon of my jm,Pfal.$%.$. 

The third acception of the name Sabbath (but 
adding it tothe former, the fixth) is that which the 
Apoftle ufeth, Heb. 4, 9. die word in the originall is 
, not Sabbat urn, but Sabbatifmos 5 but the termination 
troubles not the reft of the former part of the word, 
and therefore our boft Bibles render it ( as if it bad

the Lords day, who would have that name under lb 
rigorous an arreft, at the fute of Saturday, that it may 
not ftirre onettep to the day next unto it 5 and fo wee 
may not (by their leave) call the Lords day the Sab. 
bath day. 

Of this minde are fome of the greateft friends of 
the Lords day , as well as they that ( as enemies; op- 
pofc the divine authority of it : for, 3 Doctor Bound a n.Bmdi.i. 
(a man fincerely devoted to the do&rinc and duties desab.p.uo. . 
of the fourth Commandement) faith, The name of the 
Sabbath was changed into the name of the Lords day, 
which mufi bee retained t and if the old name bee to 
bee changed„and the new muftbe retained, then the 
old name mutt bee taken to bee aboliflied, at leaft to 
bee prohibited, as to the day now folemnely obfer- 
ved,and generally received : And ** Matter Brerewood (, m. smew, 
(an opponent againft divers points of Do&or Bound repi.p.7 3 & 7+ 
his Bookc of the Sabbath , in his Reply to M r . Byfields 
Anfwcr) faith, The name of the Sabbath remained 
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appropriated to the old Sabbath, and was never attri- 
buted to the Lords day for many hundreds of jeers after 
our Savious time j none of the ^ ipojlles , nor of the an- 
cient Chriftiansfor many hundreds ofyeers after them, 
ever intituled it by the name Sabbath : and fince 
c '! hl J e , him c Bifliop White hath written, Wee Cbrijlians keep 
pag. i34,ur. a weekly holiday , namely Sunday, which {with the, holy 
■dpoftle i Revel, l.io.) wee fttle the Lords dzy, not the 
d DHsyi. Hift. Sabbath day: d Dodtor Heylin in his tilftory of the 
Sabbath, having objedied againft forac an intent to 
crydowne holidayes, asfupcrftitious and Popifh or- 
dinances, mentioneth (as in fcorne) their new found 
Sabbath; and Sabbath #<w,faith he, it mujl he called. 
e The Tranfl. And the Tranflator of e Dodtor Prideaux his Lc* 
lS'oS’sX ^ ure °^ c Sabbath fin his Preface before it, bringeth 
Pr*f.pagMt. ’ in Barkley a Papift with a notable Dilemma (as hee 
edit. 2 . calleth it) the better to encounter thofe who ftill re- 
tainc the name of the Sabbath ; What is the caufe, faith 
hee, that many of our fefiarief call this day ( meaning 
the Chriftians weekely holiday) by the name Sab- 
bath < If they mujl obferve it becaufe God refled on 
that day ; then they ought to keepe that day whereon 
God refled , and not the firjl , as now they doe, whereon 
the Lord began his labour : If they obferve it as the 
day of our Saviours Rcfurredion, why doe they call it 
Jlill the Sabbath, feeing efpeci ally, that Chrifl did not 
altogether reft , but valiantly overcame the powers of 
death l 

His queftion (God willing) fhall bee anfwered a- 
non : as yet wee are to note onely his difallowing of 
f At.

But Matter Brabtsrne , as hee mifliketh that the 
Lords day fhould lord it over the Jewiih Sabbath more 
then any 3 fo he cavilleth more at the calling of it by 
the name of the Sabbath, left, under that name, it 
fhould take up fome authority from the fourth Com. 
mandement. Hee beginneth his Difcourfc, which is 
his former Book againft it, thus, ‘ Bee pleajed , Cbri - «■ M r . subunit 
ftian Reader , firfi of all to note, that nee, now adayes, ^fsab.p.u 
apply the name Sabbath to the Lords day promiftuoufty, “ r * 
and without difference j new thus to confound two pro • 
per names.of dayes , u as if wee fhould call Sunday Sat up 
doy, and Saturday Sunday. 

And to reftraine the name Sabbath to the old day 
of the Jewes (which hee pleads for) hee would have 
the words of the Commandement rendred thus, 

* Remember the Saturdaycs Reft, to keepe it holy ; from 
which , faith 1 hce the name Sabbath cannot bee fepara- 1 ibtip.ioa.

The refolution at which hee would have his rea- 
fons and exceptions arriye, is this 5 Letmee, faith he, 
fir cone lufion, exhort CMinifier and people to refraine 
putting the name Sabbath day*# the Lords day : and 
1 tb.p.Utff. let them take with it, u that they must, with forbearance 
of the name Sabbath day, refraine the ufe of the fourth 
Commandement rfor thefegoe unfeparably together . 

Where wee may fee in him (as in others) that of 
Bilhop Kjindrewes made good, of (hewing ill will to 
the thing, by carping at the name, as before wee have 
noted : for, M r . Braburne ( and wee may fay the like 
offomcothcrs) knowing the right and title ^claimed 
for the Lords day) by the fourth Commandement to 
bee kept a foote by the title Sabbath , firft fettcrcth it 
to the Jewifo weekly holiday, byaffixing the word Sa. 
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tar day unto it 5 not daring 'to trull it alone, left,bcing 
left loofe, it Ihould bee ready for ufe, as an appellation 
ofth t Lords day : Much like the Papifts, who pinion 
the name Catholtck with the addition of Romane, , that 
fo they might keepe it captive to their owne fide, and 
by it, as by a lock or bolt, might let in, or keep out of 
the Church as pleafe thcmfelvcs. 

But the molt fcvere Cenfurer of the name Sabbath 
('as applycd to the Lords day ) is the Authourofthc 
Book called A It are Chriftianum j wherein,fpeaking of 
him who wrotethe Letter to the Vicar of Grantham, 
hee faith, “ Hee had jhewed himfclfe wore like a feme “ d.poc^i. his 
of the Church , if be had [aid that the name Sabbath had h Jf^rTcbriftU- 
crept into the Churchy in a kinde of complying, in phrafe , mm, cap. L. 
with the people of the J roots, and that inajhadow oft' I 3°* 
things to come, as if chri ft were not come in the fiefl) , 
again ft the i^Apoftles exprejfe dottrine and charge, Co* 
lof. a • and from hence would have fought to have call 
that old leaven out of our Church, which hath fowredthe 
afftclions of too many toward the Church , anddifturbed 
the peace, and kindred the pious devotion thereof. 

This is enough, and bad enough; yet hee faith 
more and worle in his Sermon preached at the Vifita- 
tion of the Bilhop of Lincolne, Aug.y. 1635. where- 
in hee vifiteth with the rod thofe that call the Lords 
day Sabbath day j and with it, giveth fuch lharp jerks 
as thefc 5 x What fhall wee thinke of Knox, Whitting, jj ® t '^serm" 
ham, and their fellowes (anabapti^ing the Lords day, 
or Sunday , after theminde offome Jew , hired to bee no sabbath, ' 
Godfather thereof) who call it Sabbath, and doe difguife 6 - 
it with that name, and who were the fir ft that fo called 
it, and tbeTeftators, who have fo bequeathed it to their 
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y d p# ib. Difciples,and Profelites. y It bw, faith hc,tbtrty yeers 
pag.6,7. before their children could turne their tongues to bit on 
Sabbath j and if the Gileadites (that met with the E- 
fhraemites before they could frame to pronounce Shib- 
boleth) hadfnapt up theft two before they had got their 
Sabbath by the end, their counfell had brought much 
peace to the Church. 

For this name Sabbath,faith hee, is not a bare name, 
like a Jpot in the forehead , to know Labans Jheepe from 
Jacobs; but it is a my fiery of iniquity intended againjl 
the Church ; and the myjlerj (as hee revealcs It) is to 
Jhutout the Letanie, and all the Service of the Commu- 
nion Book : for that is no Service for their Sabbath/tf 
for Sunday. 

* ibiip.19. x Item, they tnufl make a Sabbath o/Sunday, to 
keepe up that name\ otherwife their many citations of 
Scripture , mentioning onely the Sabbath, being apply- 
ed to Sunday, will appear e fo ridiculoujly difiorted and 
wry neck’d, that they will be a fcorne and derifion to the 
fimplefl of their now deluded Auditors.

did the Lord himfelfe ; this was platted, faith hee, to 
expofe him to damnable derifion, and that was plotted 
to impofe on it deteftable fuperfiition : T et to she for it, 
faith hee, they will call it Sabbath, prefuming , in their 
jealous ignorance, or guilt full ze ale y to bee thought to 
fpeake the Scripture phrafe i when indeed the dregs of 
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jtjhdod flow from their mouthes : for that day which 
they nickname Sabbath, is either no day at all, or not the 
day they meane. Thus farrc hec, who, that his ill 
will to this word Sabbath , (as applyed to our Sunday) 
might appeare in every page, the Title throughout his 
Booke,is [Sunday no Sabbath.]

f cd to it t Is there any reafon why names Ihould not * ’ 
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infenfe bee futable to things to which they arc ap- 
ply oi 5 but rather contrary to them i To call that day 
by a name of rejl i which is a day allowed for la- 
bour, and to deny that name to the day wherein we 
are required to reft, is not fo little an abfurdicy,as 
that which Matter Braburne remembred of deafe 
men, who, when a man calleth for a knife , doe bring 
him a (heath ; for there is that neemeftc betwixt them, 
that they may bee both together, the one within the 
other; but reft and labour are like light and darkneffe, 
in a contradi&ory diftance, which cannot be reconci- 
led nor brought together. 

' It is no marvel! that Mafter Braburne , who dc- 
nyeth the thing (holding the Lords day for no day of 
reft, but for a workeday ) ftiould deny the name Sab. 
bath , as in application to it : for heetakethit to bee 
a proper name of the day of reft in theold Teftamentj 
which, if it were granted, would doe him no good, 
nor the Lords day any hurt (for its right to this title) 
for K^idam was the proper name of the firft man, 
Gen. 3.2,9. and yet it is ufed in Scripture forman in 
generall, Pfal.g 1 .ver. 12,20. 

c M.imfide But , faith c Matter Ironfide , the name Sabbath 
leads usontly to an outward ceffation from bodily labour , 
which, of it felfe , andprecijely conftdered, was indeed a 
dutie of the Jewijh Sabbath 5 but it is not foof the Cbri - 
d ibid.cap. 1 }. Jl/an Fefivall. d The corporall reft wot a chiefs thing 
t a &-i aymed at in all, the dayes ofpublick worjbip in the Jew- 

ijh Synagogue , being both memorative of fome things 
pajl, and figurative of things to come. The name 
Sabbath is therefore no more morall , and to bee 
retained in the Gofpel , then the names Prieft , 
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Altar , and Sacrifice. To which wee may fay j 
Firft, that the word Sabbath fignifieth notacefla- 
tiod (with limitation to outward worke) nor precifely 
A Jewifti memorative, or figurative reft, proper to the 
weekely holiday of the jewes , but reft abfolutcly, 
and therefore e hee confcfleth , out „ 

otEftiut, That if wee looke to the fir ft, ^ 

and originall figniftcaiian oft the ward, nificationem fpeftemus, Sabbatum 
even holiday wherein men reft from dies **** 


Sabbath upon all the dayes oft publik worfhipin the Jew- ^ ra,f,x 
ijh Synagogues. 

Secondly, Hee acknowledged^ g , That there is a %! bid - 
ceffationfrom works required oft chriftian people (under 
the Gofpdj upon all dayes of their publick worfhip 
andaflemblies: for Nature her felfi, faith hee out of 
i Gerfon, teacheth aU men ftometimes t% reft from their ^ N« U ra 
. owneimployment , and to fpend that time in the pray fes SSjjSJj* 
of God^and prayers to him : fir, as » he very well faith, quieti. Cerf.de 
to attend Gods publick worftnp, and at the fame time to 
follow ourowne imploymtm,are incompatible, and imply i .‘ 

contradiction. 

And thats enough to qualifie the Lords day , or Sun* 
day for the tide Sabbath 5 which hee implicitly yecl- 
deth, when upon that ground hee faith, k The Turks, k ibid, 
nay, the Indians have their Sabbatbs. 

Thirdly, Whereas hee faith ( as by way of diflin- 
&ion of the old Sabbath of the Jewes, from that day 
which Chriftians celebrate ) that H was memorative 
of things paft, and figurative of things to come : I an- 
fwer,Thatthat cannot confine the name Sabbath to 
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their day,nor reftraine it from ours : for in the former 
of the two wee have as much intcreft as the Jewes , 
for wee are to remember Gods finilhing his workes 
in fixe dayes, and his retting the feventb, as well as 
they, and to have a gratcfull memory of the benefit of 
creation as they hadjand we need fuch a remembrance 
fomuch more, as wee are at more difiance from it: 
and for the later, wee build oot the title upon a figure* . 
(which is but a feeble and fandie foundation) but upon 
the letter or fenfc already confefied, which is fir me 
and folide. 

Fourthly, For that hce faith, That the name Sab- . 
bath is no more morall , and to bee retained in the 
Church, then the names Prie(l } ±_4ltar t and Sacrifice 5 
wee will him to remember what dfewhere hee hath 
l M '.lrmfidt faid,viz. 1 That there is a reft which is eternal! and 
qmfi.6.caf.i j. moral! to all dayes of publickandfolemneworjhip j it fo, 
t ** l 2 t h e name Sabbath may bee etcrnall, and reach as farre 

asthe thingitfclfe. 

And whereas hee faith. That reft, to the Jewes, was 
an effcntiall dutie, (i. e.) of it felfe , and in its owne na- 
ture ^ without reference or publck worjhip , which hee 
denycth to the Chriftians weekly holiday : I anfwer* 
That the queftion is not here, whether the Jewes 
were more reftrained from labour then the Chrifti- 
ans; but whether there be not fomuch reft required 
now, both in refpeft of jpublick dudes, and of private* 
(which require nlfoceffation from outward workes J 
as that our Sunday or Lords day hath thereby a better 
title to the name Sabbath, then Saturday hath, which 
hath been long agoc depofed from the dignity of an 
holiday^nd made an ordinary workeday . 
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Laftly, For the names Prieft, Altar, and Sacrifice , 

I perfwadc my fclfe he will not deny the naipe Prteft, 
fince hee tooke orders under that name, and doth un- 
der that name officiate according to the Liturgie of 
the Church of England, which hee will not lay is ra- 
ther Jewifh then Chriftian, Leg >11 then Evangelical! : 
and for the words Altar and Sacrifice , I remit him (if 
hee doubt of them) to bee refolvcd by the late Trea- 
ties, wherein both the Names and Things are bufily 
difeufled : onely I will fay (by way of anfwcr to his 
comparifon) that fince wee have a literall Reit of a 
weekly recourfe,and not literall Altars and Sacrifices , 
the name Sabbath thus may bee retained under the 
Gofpel, though the names Priefi, Altar , and Sacrifice 
be abolifhed. 

But, faith » M r iron fide , the day is to be named not m M . Irtn ^ e 
fromthenatureof things done $ but from the quality of cap.13. 
the perjontowhom they are intended j and therefore not 
Sabbath, Aw Lords day. 

Ianfwer, The Antecedent is fubjed to exception 
many wayes. 

Firft, Thechiefeholidayes in the old Teftamcnt 
were nominated from the things done, and not from 
the quality of theperfon to whom they wereintendedj 
as the Pajfeoverltomthc Angels palling over the hou- Exod.n. ly. 
fes of the Ifraelites in Egypt, without hurt: the feafi of 
Trumpets from the folemne founding of Trumpets at Levit.ij. 
it : the feaft ofTabernacles from the tents and boothes Levit.»j. 
wherein the people lived in the Dcfart: and ( which Deuc.i*. 
more punctually meets with, this objection jtheir week- 
ly holiday had its name,not from him to whom it is 
dedicated; but from Reft, the duty of the day enjoyned. 
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Secondly, In the Chriftian Church, his rule of de- 
nomination doth not hold, for wee call one holiday 
dedicated to Chrift by his Birth, another by his cir - 
cumcifw# , anotherby his i^dfcenfm, (which are the 
things done on the day ) not by his name onely to 
whom they were dedicated. 

If it bee faid, when wee fpeake of the N ativitie,wc 
underftand the Birth of the Lord, and fo alio the Cir - 
cumcifm of the Lord, and the the Lord j 

I grant wee doe fo, and fo when wee fay the Sabbath^ 
wee inay meant (as in the Commandcment is cxpref- 
fed,the Sabbath of the Lord, or to the Lord. 

Thirdly, That the names of dayes fhould not bee 
taken from the quality of the perfon onely, to whom 
they arc intended ,. is plaine by the fea(l ofPmecofc 
fo called from the number of the dayes betwixt it 
and Eafier : and the name of tin Lords day called 
from its order (by the Evangclifts,and the Apoftle 
Paul) the firfl day of the weeke j and by the Ancients 
theday t if light , from illumination at Hie Sacrament of 
Baptifine j and the day of Bread, from the Sacrament 
of the Lords Supper adminiftred every Lords day, as 
» M r . irnfide, »M *.lronftde hknfelfe hath obferved. 
quejt.-i.caf.il. Fourthly, If the names of holidaycsfhould beta* 

^ en f rom the quality of the perfon to whom they are 
intended, as becaufe our weekly holiday is intended 
to the honour of the Lord, it muft be called the Lords 
day i then all the holidayes which are named by the 
Saints, fhould have their names from their Lord : for, 
though the portions of Scripture read on them con* 
cemc their lives and deaths, the honour and fervice of 
the day is direded and intended not tothem, but to 
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the Lord ; yea, all holidayes of both Tedaments are 
dayes dedicated to his honour ; by that reafon then 
all mud bee called the Lords dayes : and fo names 
that fliould bee given for diftin&ion, would tumc to 
confufion. Thus much for the ftrft Reafon for the 
name Sabbat b, as applyed to the Lords day, ot Sun- 
day ; which were more then enough, if there had 
not beene much more then there was need and caufc 
objected againft it j but the reft we (hall contra# into 
anarrower compaife. 

The fecond Reafon why our weekly holiday may Reaf.i . 
be called Sabbath day , is this : It is confdfed by all 
(that are not branded with the note of herelie) that 
there are ten Commandements to us Chriftians, as 
well as to thejewesj and that the . fourth Commam- 
dement is one of the ten, and requireth at lead the 
aligning, or fetting apart of feme time to religious 
reft j and that by vertuc of thefc words. Remember 
the Sabbath day, to keep it holy : that time then which 
the Church keepeth (as in obedience to that part of 
the Command ement exprefled in the letter of the 
la w by the name Sabbath ) may, or rather mud be cal- 
led by that name. By that word Sabbath , in that 
Commandcment, as 0 Biihop ^Andrewts faid of the o Bp. Audr.

In the Latin edition,! confeflfc, the words are die* 
bus DMimvit , and not Sabbath 1 and there might bee 
reafon for it, becaufe in Latine the word might bee 
more ambiguous, that tongue being more generall, 
and reaching haply to fuch places as yet have both the 
■ Saturdayand 5w»<^ inhonour and ufe fortheexer- 
cife of Religion : yet had it becne Sabbath in the 
Latine alfo, it had becne no prejudice, but rather an 
advantage to the truth, if withall it had becne un- 
derftood to bee meant, not of the old Sabbath i but of 
the new* 

Bcfidcs, they meant, no doube> by ufing the name 
Sabkaf h in the Canon in Englift, to fhew the lawfull 4 
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ule of that word, as well as of others, by which the 
fame day is fignified unto us j and if the Latin bee of 
more authority then the Engl iih, whichkifomere- 
fpeds may be ib, as before hath been obferved, wee 
can jquote a Latin £ooke of good authority for it $ it 
i$ the Book called Reformatio legum Ecclefiafticmtm 
which, mentioning the obfervation of our religious 
r<r/?,doth it under this e Title [the princif all celebration 
of the Sabbath.] 

The high Commiflioners ( of whom the Archbi- 
fliop of Canterbury is chiefe ) arc in Ecclcfiafticall 
authority next to a publick Synod 5 and of their indif- 
ferency for the ufc of the word Sabbath ,as well as the 
word Sunday or Lords day, may appeare by the recan- 
tation enjoyned by them to John Hethrington } 
‘wherein hcc was to f difavow that which formerly 
hee had delivered, viz. that the Sabbath day or Sun- 
, day, ( which wee commonly call Lords day ft nee the A - 
foflles time ) was of no force, and that every day is at 
much a Sabbath day*» that which wee call the Sabbath 
day. Lords day, *r Sunday 5 and in thele termes hcc 
was to publifh it at Pauls Cxo^c,Febr.i i.\6^ 7 . 

If it bee ncedfuU to add particular teftimonics for 
calling Sunday by the name Sabbath, (and fuch fcanda- 
lous invedives asfomehave made againft it will not 
fuffer it to be fuperflupus) we may note by name di- 
vers Reverend Bifhops, who take the word Sabbath 
in that fenfe : as to begin with Biihop Latimer .

And againe, Papifts hold, that it is 
law full on the Sabbath day to follow pits, travell, hunt, 
dance, keepc f acres,' and fiuh Me : this is that which 
hath made PapiJh the mo0 morkm Sabbath breakers 
that live. 

And Doftor Pearly, as hee had more occasion to

Secondly, That this condemning ccnfure ofan 
harmclelfc word ( in f Saint y^iugufline his judge- f Peccar, q U i 
ment) is a finne, and thatfinne maybee a fcverc and dan, " at, i ua(I 
fowre fuperftition : for there is a fupcrftition negative^ null” hint* 
as well as pofitive (as in thofe who fay, Touch not, tajie nag.de ub.arb, 
not., handle not , Col. i.n.) The forbearance of a lb ' i ' cap ' ts ' 
thing a$ unlawfull when it is lawful], is a fupcrftition; 
and the damning of fuch a thing may bee a damnable 
fuperftition; but howfoever,faith the Dodtor, it is a 
great indecorum to call the Lords day by the name Sab- 
bath: 6 The v'mzard of the Sabbaths the face cf the g d.Poc^io. 
Lords day, faith he, doth as wtllbecome it,as thecrovone 
of thorites did the Lord himfelfe. 

A fpeech not fit to be delivered for fhame, without 
a viz^ard on the face of him that fpeaketh it, to hide 
his blufhing at the guilt of fuch an cxceffive abfurdi- 
ty, ifhec have any modefty at all, or to cover hisim- 
pudency, if hce have none. 

Here (by the way) let him not thinke it much, if we 
returnehim a tafte of rue, other be grace , for his full, 
dos of vinegar and gall ; for what indecorum can bee 
conceived comparable to that of fetting of a crownc 
of thomes upon his head who was fo innocent and 
excellent, that rofcs,and the powder of gold were not 

good enough to bee ftrewed inhisway, not worthy 

to be trodden on by the fandals of his feet? 

Surely,, if there had beene an appearance of fuch 
uncomelineflc in calling the Lords day by the name of 
the Sabbath, King ^ww, fo pregnant in apprehenft- 
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oh, fo found in judgement, and thc learned Bifaops, 
with other Ecclefiafticks of cfpcciall choice, who 
were at the conference of Hampton Court, would 
not have (hewed an unanimous aflent to the thing 
Doftor Reynolds propofed , which was the l Infor- 
mation of abufe of the Lords day, by the name of the 
Sabbath day, without any exception at the word ufed 
by him. 

But indeed, there was no caufe of offence in it at 
all, for want of eomelincffc (as Doftor PockUngton 
objefteth) forthccomelincfle of words chiefly con- 
fifteth in their congruity with the things to which 
they are applycd 5 and betwixt the name Sabbath and 
the Lords day there is that congruity, for that word 
fignifieth r*/f,and the Lords day is a day ofr«y? ; whe- 
ther of fuch ftri& re [l as the Jewcs Sabbath was, is a 
Queftion not now to be difeuffed. 

Now, if Mafter Doftor like his ownc refcmblance, 
lcthimtakctheconfequencc of his odious compafi- 
fon,which is, That it is as comely , or not more uncomely 
to put a crowne ofthornes upon the head ofchri/l , then 
to call the Lords day by the name of Sabbath day, and 
then hec may joyne hands, and hold focicty( for Pa- 
radoxes) with them ; or rather, beethe Ringleader to 
h They can- themin fuch abfurd fimUkudes unto them, who match

an which doubt^w^fcooe bee reftlved hypiucking off the Vizzaf d oftbcSabbttb 
from the Face of the Lords day> which doth as well and truly become it, as the crowne 
ofthornes did the Lord himfeife* P. Ptffh Vifit«Serm. p. zo. 
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lines after commit; the like bimfelfc, in his* compan- 
ion of the word Sabbath^ fet upon the Lards day, with 
the ctownc of thomes on our Lords bead. 

Secondly, for the perfons for whom he feemeth to 
plead, and put in an excufe, faying, if wee find the ward 
Sabbath for Sunday a fed its feme writings that of late 
canto team hands fblome not the clerkes, good men, for 
it, &c. It would be knowne 
Firft, whom hee calleth thcfe good men , whether 
ClerkhtjOr others (for his words are ambiguous.) 

Secondly, whether hec take the word clerkes for 
Clergy-men fit for fuch onely as tranferibethe Di&ats 
of others 5 if of thcfe (as it feemeth he doth ) then 
Thirdly, how hee kooweth, that in fuch late wri- 
tings (as have the name Sabbath for Sunday , or the 
Lards day) the Clerkes, who copied them out,miftook 
the Authors mind and hand, fo much as towritethe 
one for the other , there being no fuch vicinity in the 
words, as might lead them to fuch a mifprifion. 

Fourthly, whether it bee not more likely, that the 
word might drop from the Authors pens, as well as it 
did often efcape the lip$(as he confefleth)of fuch as he 
comm ends for men of judgement, learning, and ver- 
toe, rather then that thefc clerkes, good men (as hec 
calls diem) (hould corrupt their manuferipts in their 
tranferipdon. 

Fifthly, how is it probable , that a few pretenders 
to piety fhould fo long deceive the world with zea- 
lous damours of the word Sa6bath( men of judgment, 
kaming,and vertue, not excepted) as heepretendeth 
efpeeiafly,fince ( as he faith)they were moft ignorant 
clamours; heeaddeth (I grant) [fr canning} clamours $

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but how, ignorance and cunning ('being fo contrary) 
fhould fo indifferently bee difpofed, to produce the 
fame effe & in men of judgement ; and why ignorant 
clamours Ihould nbt as much withhold from affect 
unto them , as cunning clamours induce them to con- 
fort with them, is that which my fhallowneffc cannot 
conccive,and his wifdome, I thinke, will not bee able 
to manifeft. 

Sixthly, hoW could hee come to know , that thefe 
whom hee exempteth from fociety in this SahVathary

tue, not heed- leffe, as not to heed this crafty and wicked device , ma.

Anf. Rrft,T<faat notoncly Sectaries, but prudent 
and potent Kings, reverend and learned Bifliops, and 
other orthodox Divines, have allowed of the word 
Sabbath for the Lords day , 3Sthe Tefti monies pnfftnr* 
fed fuffiticntly ihew. 

Secondly, for the Dilemma, it is an abfurd imper- 
tinencyto the point in qoeftion; for the Qtieftionis 
of the appellation, and the Dilemma is made of the 
observation of the Sabbath t yet (as if it were not a 
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fquint-cycd and diftorted Argument, but looked di- 
re&ly to the title)! anfwer 

i. To the firftpartof it, that to call a day Sab- 
bath, there is no neceflity it fhould bee the fame day 
on which God retted 5 for the name is given to it, 
notonely becaufe of Gods example of reft, but a lib 
becaufe of his ordinance of rt(l j for if he had not re- 
tted himfelfe, but onely inftituted a day of reft , fuch a 
day might fignificantly and futably be called by fuch 
a name, .as wee have obferved. The Holidayes of 
the Jewcs were fo called ( betides the Sabbath of 
weekly recouric ) $ yet is not God faid to have retted 
on them, nordidhec, for they were dayes of worke 
both to him,and to us. f 

2 . The fecond part of it is' . If they obferve it 
as the day of our Saviours Refurreftion , why doe they 
cad it ftiU the Sabbath 5 feeing ejpecially thatChrift 
did not altogether reft , but valiantly overcame the few- 
er s of death? Which words are liable to the likeex« 
ceptiOnsas the former for the Refbrredion conrai- 
neth not the nature of the Chriftian Sabbath , but the 
occafion of it 5 nor is the day called Sabbath from 
Chrifts example and pra&ice on that day, but from 
Ghriftians retting from their lecula'waHaires,fora re- 
ligious, gratefull, and folcmne memoriall thereof. 

Secondly, It is called Sabbath , with reference 
to the Creation, which was finilhad in fixe dayes, 
and Gods reft on the feventh j and to our duty to ft 
nifli our fccular affaires in the like number of wor- 
king dayes, and after them to reft as God did after 
his workes : but with reference to theRefurre&ion, 
it is called, not Sabbath day, \iwtLords dayy becaufe

And, for that hej faith our Saviour did not reft oa 
the day of his Refurredion, wee may (ay with b Bi- b SeeB .white 
(hop Whitt > and his “ Adverfary alfo(fbr therein they J 
are not adyerfaries, but agree wel| together) that ^.uo, Inf 
though hi vtere inaction, yet did he not labour. ;for his ” J* 
glorifyed body had that ability and perfc&on in it, ‘ 1 
chat ail motions and adions were as plcafing to it as 
any cafe or reft could be 5 and not onely that day, but 
all the dayes betwixt the Rcfurrcdion and Afcenfi- 
on, hec was converfant in Sabbatary or fandified 
employment, freaking of the things appertaining ta the 
Ktngdome of God for forty dales together ,AB;\ .3. and 
though hec did not rcft(nor necaed itasweedoe) yet 
weemuft. And if we may call the Sacrament of the 
body and bloud ofChrift the Lords S upper > though 
weetake it before dinner, as Chrift did not ; wee may 
call our day Sabbaohfmcevrc reft, though he did not. 

So this notable Dilemma , brought in with its two 
horncs,againft the two fyllables of the Word Sabbath , 
hath not drfaced one letter, but left it entire fora title 
of the Lords: day j and Barkley hath but backed at it, 
ijotbitten it, to doe it any manner of hutt.

Before time in Jfrael,when a 
man went to enquire of God, thus hefpake : Come,and let 
us goe to the Seer ; for, hee that now is called a Prophet, 
was Htoldtime called a seer • 
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Where you fee the fame men, that is, men of the 
fameprofeiflion, were not al waies of the fame deno- 
mination, not called by the lame name : for, in the for- 
mer age they were called Sters, who in the later 
(which was the prefent time when that booke was 
penned,) were called Prophets : fo that day, which in 
precedent times was commonly called by one name, 
in after ages may bee called by another. Matter /- 
ronftdt tcllcth us, that Antiquity ever nfed oneofthefe 
foure names for the holiday of Chriftians; Sun. 
day, not from the Sun in the Firmament, but from the 
Sunne of rigbteoufneffe with haling in hit wings 5 or 
theday of light yfottbt Sacrament of Baptifme, called 
the Sacrament of illumination j Or the dayofbread,aot 
from holy bread, (as the Papifts now ufe it,)but from 
the Sacrament of the Supper admimftred every Lords 
day 5 or th Lords <^,whkh doth and will continue to 
the worlds end. " 

He might have added a fifth,or rather have brought

*“■ title which the Church anciently ufed, to fig- 
nific this day 5 1 confcflc, that in the holy Scriptures, 
and in the Writings of the ancient Fathers, the word 
Sabbath is familiarly fet upon the Saturday, the old

In the primitive times the Lords' days was feldomc 
called the Sabbath , becaufe then the old Sabbath of 
the Jewcs was religiously obferved with Iblemne Afc 
femblics 5 and while, and where two dayes were fo 
folcmniacd (i.e. Saturday and Sunday ) it was fit to 
call themyfor diftin&ion fake,sud to avoid confufion) 
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by fcvcrall names : and good tea fonihat the Satur. 
day, having, for fome thoufand of yens, had poflef- 
lion of the title Sabbath, when yet titt Lords day, or 
, Chriftian Sunday, had never mined in the world, 
fhould be called tbsrSabbath, rather then any other 
day } and that the Lords day fhould rather he called by 
another name, then by that. 

But now, at kaft among us who ufc the day which 
was the Jewesholiday, not as & Sabbath, or a day of 
refty but as -a workeday; now, that fome Jewifhly, 
fome prophancly affbfted, doc deny the name of Sab- 
bath to the day wee celebrate, to fupp&nc the fuppont 
of it by the fourth Commanderacnt, (not as it isthc 
Lords day , but as one of the feven) there is no danger 
ofconfufion by calling the Lords day the Sabbath, but 
due caution thereby given againftfuch conceits as tend 
to impeach the preeminence thereof.

them, and affirmc our fclvcs to be Cathoiicks ; as the 
learned and judicious Cbomter hath done, who in his 
controversies continually calleth die Proteftant tenets 
and arguments by the name of cubolick ; and the 
contrary Pqijb, or the dodfcrine, arguments, or obje- 
ctions of the Papifts. 

So, Since the name Subbotk is impertinently ap- 
plyed to the wrong day, and wrongfully with-held

rightly ufed in former times (while Saturday was al~ 
lowed and obferved for a Sabbath fit day of reft) or

, This Argument is made up of three particulars , 
whereof there is not one, but it is liable to rcafonablc 
exception.

there may be oblerved a preheminence among them, 
which may incline the cuftome of Ipeccb to one more

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feme ufe, to obferve the importance and prelation of 
thefe names, fofarre as to rcfolve, which of them in 
our Church and age is moft fit to become moft com- 
mon amongus.

> Firft, if we compare them for Antiquity t i he name 
Sunday (in the language of the world) is more ancient 
then Lords day , the name Lords day (in the lan- 
guage of the Church ) a more ancient name then 
Sunday .-for, we find the Lords day in Revelat. i.io. a- 
bout the P4.yeare after Chrift jbut the firft ^mention 
of Sunday (as a Chriftian Holiday ) is in $uftin CMar- 
tyrs z&.\^fpoLad x^Antoninum piunt , about the yeare 
i yo. but the nam z Sabbath , for a weekly Holiday, is 
ancienter then them both. 

Secondly, if we compare them fot Authority ,vtc 
may conlider it in a double fenfe, as divine and hu- 
mane. 

Firft, by divine Authority the Sabbath and Lords 
day have the beft warrant } for,they are both Scripture 
names, and the name Sunday is not fo. 

I confcfle, in the tranflation of the Bible, publifhed 
in King Henry the eight his daies, anno 1 540. before 
which Archbifhop Cranmer prefixed a Preface, the 
words of Saint John,Revel.i. 10. are rendred thus :J 
was in the fpret on a Sunday (as I noted before) but in 
the original! there is not that word which fignifieth’ 
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either Sunot Son : and in all other tranflat ions that I 
have fecn, it is rendred (according to the original! j 
Lords day^and not Sunday, 

Secondly, the name Sabbath for a weekly Holiday, 
is in the fourth Commandement of the Decalogue 
( the greateft warrant of Authority that can be J thrice 
mentioned :tiehher die nape Lords day nor Sunday 
are lb. And for humane Authority in tne Liturgy of 
our Church, the name Sabbath and Sunday are both 
mentioned , and the name Lords day (to my remem- 
brance) not at ail. In the Canons of the Church, 
though the name Sabbath (for the Englilh edition , as 
I have already obferved) be not omitted , the names 
Sunday or Lords day are more often mentioned jand 
inthe Larinc Canons, the ride Lords day oncly . 

Thirdly, if we compare them for fignificancy, that 
fwayeth the preheminence by three rcfpeifb:

Yet, to fay the truth, in our Church and age, they 
are all pcrfpicuous and clcere enough $ fothat there 
is fcarcc any one fo filly, but hee prefently knoweth , 
if hce hcare the name Sabbath , Lords day, or Sunday 
What day ofthe week is onderftood by themi * 

Fourthly, If wee compare thfcrn for '■ficilitie or 
readineffc of fpeccb, thfe names SMath^day, or Sun- 
day are more apt to be taken up; as When Wee fpeake 
of the weekly holiday paft, or to come, it is readier to 
fay, (and withall, morediftin&ly uncterftood) the laft 
Sabbath,ot the laft Sunday ; next Sabbath, 6t nekt Sun- 
day, fome Sabbath, or fome Sunday, as inhis Majc-' 
flies Briefcs fore-noted, then the laft Lords day, or the 
text Lords day,otfomc Lords day. ' 

Fifthly, If for acceptation with fpeaker or hearer, 
they are every one of them Angle (for the moft part) 
of better relifh then the other two with fome or o- 
ther; fome like beft of the name Sabbath, fome of 
the name Lords day, (ome of Sunday ; and by that wee 
have obferved of eaph of them before, it appeareth 
that there are many of the better fort of men, who 
ftahd divided in their inclinations andprelations, ac- 
cording to the diverfity of the titles fore.mcntioned : 
' an “ yct»whcntwo holidaies were obferved in a week 
the ham cLords day (for the day wee celebrate) was 
moft acceptable to moft men : and (fince they have 
all of them bccnc taken to indifferentufe by the wifer 
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fort) it hath been leffe obvious to exception then ei- 
ther the name Sabbath or Sunday have beenc, while 
feme (though without juft caufe) have charged the 
one with Judaifme, the other with Paganifmc, which 
is worfe, fince our Religion hath more affinity with 
Jewiftijthen with Heathcnilb principles. - 

Sixthly, Votfrequencie Or community of ufe ; all 
in our Church arc bound to affect unto the name S ab~ 
hath , and to ufe it alfo by the obligation thattyeth 
them to the Liturgy and Catechifme of the Church 5 
and as Religion hath advanced, fo hath that name 
prevailed, and bin moft frequently ufed by the religi- 
ous of our Church : untill thatf a vay few yeers agoc) 
fomc tooke up fuch exceptions againft it as have beene 
feene in the precedent Difcourfc, whicheither reafon 
may workout,*or time wear out of mens opinions j as 
in the bite Lards Jay hathcometo paffe j forthat,at 
at the firft, did not pafle without cavill and contempt : 
for, in the memory of fomc yet alive, manywere as 
much offended ( fufpc<fting a tang of exceffive pre- 
cifeneffe ) that fome faid Lards day for Simday , as 
any now arc at thofe who fay rather Sabbath then 

either. . , . 

Seventhly, and laftly, If wee compare the three 
names for eflicacie to cdification,(which ought to bee 
of moft accpmpt with us) we may fey. 

Rift, That the name Sabbath and Lords day , at firft 
apprehenfion arc more ready and effeduall to minde 
us of, and difpofe us topious conceits, then the name 
Sunday is, which at firft blench (accordineto the lite- 
rail fenfe and primitive ufe) hath an idolatrous inri- 
• forit was fo called, with reference to, and 
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reverence of the Planet Sol, which was made an Idol 
by the Saxons, our predeccfibrs in this Kingdome s 
though the word be capable of a better fenfe, as be* 
fore hath beene (hewed upon CM alack. 4.2 . and hath 
beene a^good while fince purged from the fmack and 
fufpicion of idolatry or fuperftition,whercwith it hath 
been tainted in former times. 

Secondly, That though the title Lords daydcGgpe 
fome day of eminent note, and byconfent or moft be 
taken for the day on which Ghrift rofe from the 
dead ; and though it may alfo import ( with a little 
working of the underftanding upon it) that he is Lord 
both of times and perfons, with other religious docu- 
ments which conduce much to the edification of the 
Church, yet the name sabbath edifieth much more, 
as to the folcmne fervices of region, which ought to 
prevail in this comparifonjfor it ngnificth rejl, or cciTa- 
tion from fccular labours (without which no day can 
be holily and folemnly obfcrvedjand that, by aneafie 
tranfition from the letter to a figure, may admoaiihus 
of our Saviours refting mthegrave all taeSabbath day, 
(which beepnadually observed while it was in force ; 
and of his reding from all further paine, or differing 
for hur 'Redemption, upon. his Refurrc&ion; and of 
Gods refting farisfied with us, hoc having th«i fully 
difeharged all pur debt, and quit himfetfe from prifon, 
Isbyamoft oompleat fatisfa&don to hfc Bathers Jn- 
dice; and i lad of ull, of that ovcrlaftingr//?, Htbr. 
4. which in the. litoral! Sabbath was partly pre- 
'figured. . 

.Bofides^thc mat Sabbath guidesus to die fourth 
Goramandctucot of the Decalogue, where the pro- 
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portion of time, for the weekly rccourfeof it is to be 
read , and the perfonall extent of the Commanded 
-ment to fuperiours and inferiours home-borne or ali- 
ens, together with the duties of theday , both affirma* 
tive and negative, and the reafons both of the inftitu- 
tion and obfervation of them, and thole both many 
and weighty, and fo it upholdethour folemnc and 
facred Aflcmblics once a weeke, then which nothing 
is of more moment to edifications 
. And all this it doth in fuch fort j that no cavfils of 
men can cither weaken, or darken its tcinure from 
that text, in the judgement of any rcafonable man; 
nor can any one ( whoconfidereth that) hold himfelfc 
lo little obliged to an holy celebration of one day' in 
the weeke, as if no more fhoutd be pleaded for it then 
what is cither formally or vcrtually contained in the 
title Lords day 3 or in any part of holy Scripture,bcfides 
the fourth Commandement, whereto it diredteth us. 

Thirdly, the name Sabbath kcepeth title to that 
ground, which (while it is made good for the propor- 
tion of -one day in feyen , and hot for Saturday Sab - 
baifcm particular, asrteafilymayjis the belt meancs 
to maintaine the Authority of our weekly Holidiy, 
againft any Adverfary whatfoever. 

To wind up thofe comparrfons to a cbnclufioa, 
though every ohe of fhc words may lawfully be ufed 
(as before hath been fald) I conceive ( wSfybpe in fhc 
vertue of the premises 1 may refotve/thirt for our 
Church and rime the name Salhath is firteft to bee fa- 
miliarly nfed for theday wee kcepholy every weeke ; 
fince for Antiquity, Authority, Propriety, Significan- 
ce; Facflky,Fitqucrcy of ufe among the religious of 
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later times jand, which is moft to bee heeded, for effi- 
cacic to edification jit hath the prehemineoce of the 
other two names compared with it. 

Towbich wee may adde (and it is a confidcration 
of fome moment) that thofe that have moft ill will to 
b Maft.BraJ. our Chriftian Holiday (as b Matter Sraburne had) 
inhis defence, would rob it of its right to the name Sabbath, and 
,tg " f4 * therewith of its right for this authenticke Tenure by 
the fourth Command ement: which it cannot claime 
under the name Sunday, npr will it bee allowed under 
the name Lards day 5 for, J marvell with what face 
c ibid.p.s r, (faith 6 he) men tan, prcjfe the fourth Cammandement 
* 6, ufon that day, which tbtmfdves aanfe jfe u named Lords 

day, and not Sabbath day : and if hee could have fup- 
planrcd it (for that fupport) hee would have bad it to 

depend upon the meere power of man , fo as to ftand 

or fall at his pleafure 5 and rather to fallithen to ftand : 
for that was his drift in both his bookes , to which 
purpofe hee hath faid fo much, as requireth a further 
and fuller anfwer, then hath been made unto themrfbr 
the Biihop of Ely (who proftflcdly undertooke the 
defence of our Chriftian Sabbath againft his judaizing 
Arguments) dealeth but with one of his bookes$and 
for the other, it feemeth hee hath not fecn it j for hee 
never makethaoy mentioo of it. 

obj tQ. Againft this prelation of the name Sab- 
bath y it may bee faid by way of exception , that the 
name Sabbath is lefle proper then the, name Lards 
day, ot Sunday : for k is a name for any day of Reft, 
as hath bcco obferved and acknowledged (on aU 
handsj 

xjdnfia. It is true, the name Sabbath maybe com- 
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municated to more dayes. then the weekly Holiday, 
whereofwe treat, if there bee a ccflation from labour 
upon them ; and fo it was in the Old Teftament : for, , 
the Jewcs had many Holidaycs which were named 
fometimes Sabbaths $ and yet the weekly Sabbath fay 
an excellency, had that denomination belonging unto 
it, which other Holidayes had not. 

. If a Paptjl obje& this , I will give for inftance the 
word Pope, which anciently was a geneiaU titlefor all 
Biihops , as I havcd obferved and proved at large in JJjj 
another workc : but now ufe hath confined it to the ckture. 
Bilhopof Rome . ' If zPmcfiant^ the word Bible may 
ferve toanfwer him, which (as the learned know) fig**, 
nifieth inthc Grecke tongu^a bookeingencrall, and 
hath been in ufc with thit latitude of extent j yet by an 
jtmmmafte, or excellency (and wemay fay the fame 
of the word Scripture) it is tjow taken onely for the 
booke of the holyScnpturc, and it is (though a com. 
mon word of old) now become fo proper, as that we 
know what one meancth, when hee faith a Bible , as 
well as if hee Ijad Gods Booke j fo wee may know 
(asmoftmcnufe the word sabbath) as wcllwhatday 
is meant by it, as if we laid the Lords day, or Sunday,' 
Befidcs,the Lords daj is (in it* Grammaticall figni- 
ficadon) of as large extent as iht Sabbath} both bc- 
caufe the Apoftlc faith, there be Lords many^ i Cor. 

8. as wee noted even now : and for that it may be- 
long to all dayes dedicated to publickc devotion, 
whereby God,our great Lord, is honoured 5 yea, and 
all weeke dayes (as hee is Lord of all time however 
measured or entitled) might bee called Lords doits :

the name Sabbath doth leffe edifie ffer, it leads us onely 
toa ceffationjrom bodily labour : on the contrary , the 
Lot ds day doth betoken and explaine the whole nature 
and duty of the day ; as the remembrance of Chriftsrefur - 
retfion > acknowledging his Lordfbip over the Churchy 
and over all other creatures in the worlds Ergo , &c. I 
anfwer:

Fifftjfdtthe firft j Words doe not alwaies 
beft ec&fie,nor ihrptoper or f gar ativeha&: ttty % many 
times , improper Words and figurative fpceches give 
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both moft light to the underloading, and worke with 
grcatcft force upon the affe&ions , andfo arc of belt 
nfc for edification : There are memorable inftances 
hereof both in the Scripture , and in other Authours, 
which will be fuperfiuous in this place ; fince we need 
none otherthen his o wne word [fdifie] which ( as hec 
ufeth itj is a figurative, and not a proper tcrmc : for, it 
fignifieth properly the buildingof an houli '^figurative, 
ly the bringing or light to the undemanding, working 
heat upon the affe&ion,orany furtherance in matter of 
Religion jand in that fenfe it is ufually both uttered 
and upderftood by men, whether learned or illite- 
rate. 

Secondly, if propriety and edification confort fo 
well together (as hce faith ) it maketh much for the 
preheminence We plead for j for, the name Sabbatbis 
proper.

Secondly, for the miner , which is. But the name 
Sabbath doth lejfe edifie then the Lords day doth : for , v 
it Mads taencly to an outward ceffation : lanfwcrf' 

•IM, that the name Sabbath doth lead Us dire&Iy 
to the foatth Commanderacot, the fundamentall Au- 
thority for a weekly Holiday j-and if the foundation 
be of moft ufe in building ana edification,' the name 
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'Sabbath, leading us to that, doth bed edifie ; the word 
Lords day leads us to a tenure of Idle both evidence 
and a(furance,and confequently of lcffc authority, as 
hath partly been (hewed already, and we (hall further 
manifeft afterwards. 

Secondly, The name Sabbath icadeth not onely 
to a ceflation from bodily labour, but to holinefle alio; 
for it leadeth us to the Commandement, which faith 
as well, , Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy j as, 
Tboufkalt do no manner of work. 

Thirdly, Whereas hee faith, the Lords fay doth 
bejl open and explains the natureand duty of the day , as 
the remembrance of Chrifts Refttrrettien , and. acknow- 
ledgement of his Lor djhip over the Church, and all o- 
ther creatures of the world. Let any onercadethe 
fourth Commandement, where the Sabbath is named, 
and the firft of the Revelat. ver. io. where the Lords 
day is named, and let him tell mee which of them 
doth more explainc the duty of- the day : nay, the 
name Lords day doth neither exprcffeJy, nor by neccf- 
fary confcquence dirc& to the duties of the day, nor 
to die Evangclicall ground of it, the Refurreftion of 
our Saviour ; fince other dayes have been fet up with 
our weekly holiday (by way of competition for that 
title) as hath before beene obferved. 

Befides, When the name Sabbath leadeth to the 
fourth Commandement, it bringeth us to the title 
Lords day, for if itbe the Sabbath of the- Lord, ask is 
there called, it is the Lords day ; for the Sabbath is a 
day, and hee is called Lord of the Sabbath,ii/<tf.i2 .8. 
c Mark. 2.28. and the Lordfliip hee hath there is not 
onely particular, over the Church 5 but univerfall, 
• e over 
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over the world : for there it is faid, that in fixe dayts 
the Lord made heaven and earth, and fea, and every 
thing contained in them all. 

. Yet I deny not, but'the title Lords day is generally 
ufed for the day of our Saviours Refurrc&ion, where-

erroneous conceipts, and the name Sunday , though 
once it did, doth not in our dayes bring with ita- 
ny peril! of Paganifme : but the name Sabbath may 
import fome danger of Judaifme ; therefore the 
name Lords day is the beft, the name Sabbath the 
worft; 

x^infio , I have in cffe&, though not formally an-

brie ft accommodation of this Nomenclature , or 
nominall difeourfe to feme purpofis of importance, 
concerning the Sabbath. 

H E that doth reade thus farre, will not (1 hope) 
conceive I have need to make an Apology for 
thisdifeourfe,as ifit were fomc idle Logomachy, or 
word. war, which the Apoftle forbids, i Tim. 6.$ Sox, 

Firft,it may ferve to ftint the ftrifeof words, which 
fomc have already raifed up , making a man an offend y*9**> 
der fir a word, which affords not a Syllabic of juft ex- 
ception, or offence, and to prevent the like in after 
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times ; fince by, what we havcfaid,our lawfull liberty 
is fully declared, aad firmly allured, fo that we may 
without doubter danger of finne callthctimcor day 
we celebrate, Lor dsday. Sabbath day both, as the 

holy place of Gods publickefervtcc Was called the 
Lords houfe, and the Temple. 

And for the name Sunday , wee have (hewed the 
lawfull ufc of it, if it be not brought in like the Sunnc 
with a burning glafli (as Do&otPtcklingt»» doth)co 
fcortch the mmeSabbatb^otto caft a ftudotv upon it. 
to conceale or obfeure the divine Authority of tin 
day, or to diminilh ought oftbedutks of devotion 
belonging to it ; fo that all three-names (if there bee 
not more fault in their mindsthat make ufc of them, 
then in the words themfclvcs) may and will (with 
peaceable men) be paflable, without any cavill at all. 

, Secondly, hereby may bee precluded their intents 
(that they take not e fifed,) who by cavilling at the 
name, bewray a mind to undermine and overthrow 
the thing it lelfe : which I will not fay,nor do I think, 
of all that take exception at that name; yet I have 
ihewed ir of fome , that they plead againft the word 
Sabbath^ to fupplant its fundamentall right by the 
fourth Commanocment: and there is no little power 
fotheufeorrefofall of words, to advance or under, 
value the things themfelves to whidh they are ap- 
(dyed, as hath been proved in that wee have before 
b Nefdoquid produced : yea,fomctimes (as b Sant /Wemwrobfer- 
iSatet/ " veth) there lurketh a kind of poyfon under fyllabies, 
merutdoa. as in every page of Dodor Paddington hisbooke, 
which wearcs this title, Sunday m Sabbat 4$ whereofl 
love laid enough before, andhee too much , though 
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very little to the purpofe for proofe of his diftru&ive 
determination againft the name sabbath. 

Thirdly, In clearing the doubts that are made of 
thofe names and titles of our Chriftian Sabbath j di- 
vers perfonages of higheft place, withmany more of 
the betterlortCthough of inferiour rank in the Church 
or Common- weale) are cleared from fuch reproach- 
full imputations, as (.by taunting at, or traducing of the 
lawfuUufc of thofe names, efpecially that of the Sab- 
bath) fome, withlfmaclitilh malignity, cxpreffcly,Of 
by c6nfcqucnce,have caft upon them j to which pur- 
pofe the fore-noted judicious Divine hath faid fome- 
what in his Antidate againft Sabbatary r/Toarr, though 
(me thinks) a littletoo faintly 5 viz. « That men, other- « A foveraign 
wife fober and moderate, ought not to bee aenfured with s' b ^_ 

too much fever ity , ( not with any feverity at all, hcetary errors, 
might have hud ) nor charged with $ udaifme , if feme- 
time they call Sunday by the name of Sabbath} ('ifhee 
had faid, if commonly they ca \\ Sunday by die name 
of Sabbath, hcc had fpoken no more then the truth 
will beam) d for there is none of the three names, faith* 1 
hce, to bee condemned as unlawfitll, but every one is to 
bee left to his chriftian liberty herein , fo long as fupc. 
riour Authority reftrdntth it not , and fb that hee doe 
it without vanity or off elation in himfelfe , and without 
judging or defpifing of his brother that dothotherwifi : 
which is a pious and prudent provifo, though fo farre f 

defediveas it importeth a metre paritic, without any 
preheminence on the Sabbaths behalfe. 

Fourthly, By explication of thefe titles fin this 
fort) wee may anfwer many paffagcsof the ancient 
Fathers, produced againft our weekly holiday in the 
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•name of the sabbath } whereby they meane not fas 
many mifconceivc them, and fo miiap plytbem) any 
prejudice to the holy obfcrvation ofthc Lords day, as 
in weekely rccourfc in the Chridian Church , but 
prccifcly and pun&ually the Saturday Sabbath, which 
we hold as much as they tobcaboliflicd, and much 
more then fome of them did. 

Fifthly, If all the names bee lawfull, and that of 
the Sabbath moft ufefull ( as hath beene fhewed) let 
us bee fore to make ufcof it upon all faireand fitoc- 
cafions, (though wee neither wholly forbeare the o- 
ther two titles, nor quarrcll with any for their more 
familiar ufc of them ) that wee may uphold the tenure 
of the day, together with the title of it by the fourth 
Commandement,whereto 1 defire to exhort the Rea- 
der with the more earned intreaty. 

Fird, Bceaufe fome ( with fuch fupcrcilious dif- 
dainc) have indeavoured to difgrace that title that p- 
thers (as much too rnodeft, as they too bold ) have 
borne affraidj Or aihamed to ufe it 5 and I remember 
one, who was of eminent parts and place, and who 
formerly had divers times ufed it in a printed booke, 
having upon occafion named the Sabbath, prefendy 
recalled the word, as if it had becne a fault, and tooke 
up the title Sunday in dead thereof. 

Secondly, Becaufe ifweelet goethenameofthe 
time, wee may bee like to lofe the thing in time to 
come, or, at lead, to loofen and weaken its claime to 
the bed authority on which it depends 5 for as it is a 
weekly holiday, wee cannot plead better for it, then 
by the proportion of the fourth Commandement, 
and that being made good upon that ground, the dif- 
- • fctence 
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defence about the^parriculac day ( within the circle of 
ftven/wiil bee the morccafily compofed, finceit 
n no mow then other probfcand evidence (inferiour 
fp an expttflc precept of tbe Decalogue) may well

Andfo I conclude the titles of our weekly Holi- 
day, 
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day, which wil both conduce to the contra&ing of our 
taske , and to the clearing of the truth to our under' 
{landings, when wee come to deliver more material! 
obfervations : which from henceforward are to fol- 
lowed which we {hall btgin in another Booke,and 
goe on withall , as Goa giveth ability to per- 
formc , and opportunity to publi/h, what 
this great and weighty caufc of his 
and his Church requireth 
at our hands. 
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
